The monomers (a) , (b) and (c) specified in document Dl 
correspond to those specified in the present application. Even 
tetramethylpiperidinol is frequently mentioned in Dl (see the 
examples) . The use of side-chain-modified polymer waxes as light 
stabilisers (see claim 12 of the present application) is also 
disclosed in Dl . 

The only difference between the subject matter of the present 
application and the prior art known from Dl is the presence of 
long-chain alpha-olef ins with 18-60 carbon atoms. 

Since the long-chain alpha-olef ins of Dl contain 1-18 carbon 
atoms there is an overlap in cases involving 18 carbon atoms. 
The claims in the present application therefore lack novelty 
(PCT Article 33(2) ) . 

It is not clear to what extent the longer alpha-olef in chains 
contribute to inventiveness. On the basis of the description and 
Dl they do not appear to be responsible for any technical effect. 
The claims in the present application therefore do not involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)).
